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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
November 2, 2010, has been entered. 

2. Claims 4 and 1 0 are canceled. No claims are added. . Claims 1 -3, 5, 6, 9, 1 1 , 1 3, 
15, 17 and 23 are currently pending. 

3. The amendments to claims 1 and 23 correcting minor informalities are 
acknowledged. The objections to claims 1 and 23 are withdrawn. 

4. The amendments to claim 1 regarding the 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, 
rejections are acknowledged. These rejections are withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 9, 1 1 , 13, 15, 17 and 23 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

7. Regarding amended independent claim 1 , the prior art of record does not teach 
or suggest the photomultiplier described, further comprising a photocathode electrode 
having one end being in direct contact with said photocathode, and the other end being 
exposed to the external of said enclosure; a first through hole accommodating said 
photocathode electrode therein and extending along a direction orthogonal to the flat 
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part of said inner wall; wherein said first through hole is provided in any one of said 
lower and upper frames while being apart from said side wall frame, whereby said 
photocathode electrode accommodated in said first through hole is electrically 
separated from said side wall frame, and an anode electrode having the claimed 
arrangement similar to the claimed arrangement of the photocathode electrode, 
together with the other claim limitations. 

8. Claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 9, 1 1 , 1 3, 1 5, 1 7 and 232-5 and 7-1 5 are allowable due to their 
dependency.
